Upon my return to HTStein on 27 April 1950) I learned that due to an unfortunate 
misunderstanding that the ZBDepot request to KMFarce for the Pixie movement had 
never been initiated. However, it was sitting - and had been for sometime - on 
Whiteher* s desk wanting on a direction from us that it go forward. The re- 
quest, therefore, was finally initiated on 28 April 1950 and White her was re- 
assured that / \ would be in HTStein and on duty with the Labor Service Section 

before the s cSedUT^d arrival of the first contingent of 125 Pixies. 



This done, the next step in getting Fiend operations moving in HTStein was to lay 
on a specific plan for establishing a Fiend organization and to crystallize certain 
aspects of Fiend which iro to that moment had not been thought out in detail. 

The organizational plans that evolved are outlined briefly below. However, it 
should be borne in mind that certain specific details are not to be considered 
rigid but must remain flexible to meet situations which come to light as we are 
setting up our show. 



I. HEADQUARTERS : 

A. The fiend headquarters in HTStein will be established in HBKKLAY Jinder ther- 
eover of Identity 5.

E . Wi thdrawal : 



1* Members of the Pixie Guard Conroany who are selected for training 
in the covert area will be wi t hdrawn from the Company in a manner con- 
sistent with, existing regulations governing resignations from similar 
HP units. An individual wishing to withdraw from a Labor Service unit 
simply makes that request ' of the Conroany Commander. Subsequently he is 
paid off in full., his records terminated and he is turned loose. He is 
then free to find a nlace for himself on the HTStein economy or apply 
for the usual assistance and protection given eligible LPs. including 
immigration possibilities.

Further, the 
cover adequately explains frequent small arms fire* (Note: It was 
first thought that all fire arms training could be given on some 
deserted ZHDepot range at a reasonable distance from the covert 
school and thus .eliminate the necessity for "covering* 1 the sound 
of gunfire from the training.; area proper.
